'Back 40' Action 
CBS Lets Go of 
Yankees.. Hallelujah! 


The holiday rains fouled up 


my every-other-day feeding 
schedule for the big birds on 
"The Back 40," the miniature 
game preserve behind my 
house, and I was a day late 
getting out there with the corn 
supply. But I learned something 
on that trip. 


Ordinarily the nine Canada 


Geese eat first, belligerently 
guarding the door to the walk-in • 
feeding cage against the two 
white domestic Emden geese 
and their wildlife associate, the 
widowed White-Fronted Goose 
(a Brant), until the Honkers 
had their fill. 


But this time the Canadas 


were splashing around on the 
far side of "The Back 40," and 
the "second-table" trio, being 
close by, promptly moved into 
the cage and started eating. 


But not for long. A Canada 


goose can hear kernel corn 
rattling into a metal feed trough 
from a block away. Here came 
the nine-man army on the run— 
and I took a hard look at the 
occupied cage expecting the 
Honkers to move in and attack. 


But Honkers must have a 


code of ethics like dogs—they 
give a warning bark before they 
bite (usually, that is). 


What happened was a sur- 


prise. The old papa gander of 
the Canadas uvoided the open 
door and 
approached 
the 


screened side of the cage where 
h« could command the corn- 
eaters' attention. He threw his 
neck Into a knot (a Honker's 
signal that he's on the war- 
path), and leveled a fixed stare 
at the three varmints at the 
feed trough. 


It was the old evil-eye sign. 


The 
corn-eaters 
got 
the 


message, retired in orderly 
formation—and the Canadas 
moved in. 


It 
was 
righteous, 
and 


beautifully done. 
But this 


brazen editor was on the 
disappointed side. 


He was looking for a fight- 


but found out that the smart 
Canada Goose has a way of 
winning at a peace parley 
without a fight.

Thursday's edition described 
the transaction in detail. 


The sale was to a 12-man 


syndicate for $10 million, CBS 
taking $3.2 million less than it 
paid for the ball club in 1964. 


CBS claimed it broke even on 


its eight years' operations, but 
the AP dispatch showed that 
CBS-ownership didn't help the 
club's playing record and did 
»ven more damage to Yankee 
fans. 


The Yankees had just won 


their 29th pennant when CBS 
bought them, but 
in 
the 


following eight years the club 
never finished higher than third 
place—and New York's 1972 
attendance fell to 966,328, the 
first time it had dropped below 
a million since World War II.

bought the Yankees, many like 
your editor feeling there was a 
conflict of interest when a TV- 
radio outfit owned one team 
while supposedly 
reporting 


impartially on all the other 
baseball clubs. 


Baseball should be left to

windup of a venture that was ill- 
advised in the first place. 


Communist forces press new campaign 


SAIGON ( A P ) — Communist 


forces pressed their new win- 
ter-spring 
campaign 
into 
a 


third day today with nearly 100 
more attacks reported across 
South 
Vietnam. 
Most 
were 


small-scalu shellings. 


Tho South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported 97 enemy at- 
tacks during the 24-hour period 
ending at dawn, two-thirds of 
them by rockets and mortars. 
During the two previous 24-hour 
periods there were llfi and 81 


attacks. Prior to this upsurge, 
the command had been report- 
ing 40 to 50 attacks each 24 
hours. 


Many of the attacks were in 


the Mekong Delta south of Sai- 
gon, against villages and dis- 
trict towns. At least five roads 
were reported cut. 


The stepup in Communist at- 


tacks is believed to be a show 
of North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong strength seeking to gener- 
al p congressional pressure on 


Presideni Nixon to end his sup- 
port of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu. 


The Saigon command report- 


ed fighting in the northern 
quarter of South Vietnam below 
the demilitarized zone, in the 
central highlands and in the 
Mekong Delta. It claimed gov- 
ernment forces killed 9fi North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong in 
four clashes it termed signifi- 
cant. Government losses were

23 


wounded, the command said. 


The U.S. Command reported 


one American casualty, a heli- 
copter 
crewman 
slightly 


wounded by ground fire south 
of Da Nang. The OHfi observa- 
lion helicopter

Signal of impending battle sent

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Sen- 


ate Democratic leaders have 
signaled President Nixon that 
an all-out drive to cut off Viet- 
nam war funds will begin un- 
less the Paris peace talks pro- 
duce a settlement by Jan. 20. 


This became clear as Senate 


Democrats, matching the step 
taken two days earlier by their 
House colleagues, voted 36 to 12 


Thursday in favor of a strongly- 
worded proposal by Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy 10 cut off 
war funds immediately. 


Sen. J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 


chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, promptly reit- 
erated his determination to 
move quickly if Nixon's Jan. 20 
itiauguration passes without an 
agreement.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


attorney general's office said 
today that land acquired by the 
town of Alpena by eminent do- 
main could be sold to private 
interests for private enterprise. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Kirby Smith 


III said that, based on a state 
Supreme Court ruling, Alpena 
could dispose of the property 
"in any way it sees fit" if the 
town determines that the land 
is not needed for public use. 


The opinion went to Bill F. 


Doshier, a Harrison lawyer, 
who said Alpena had used emi- 
nent doinian proceedings to ac- 
quire the land in March 1962. 


Several portions of the tract, 


which measures 200 feet wide 
and about a half mile long, 
have been used for municipal 
purposes — some of it for 
streets and other portions for a 
water treatment plant, a ball 
park and a parking lot.

had voted to sell three 150 foot 
square tracts for private enter- 
prise.

tration will seek legislation re- 
quiring the death penalty for 
such crimes as kidnaping, as- 
sassination, bombing a public 
building, killing a prison guard 
and air hijacking. 


Meanwhile, Sen. 
John 
L. 


McClellan D-Ark., introduced a 
bill that would re institute the 
death penalty, but only if a de- 
fendant, in the course of a 
serious 
crime, 
intentionally 


takes another person's life. The 
jury would decide guilt and 
punishment separately. 


Kleindieast suggested at a 


news conference that a man- 
datory death penalty, where the 
jury in effect decides guilt and 
imposes punishment 
at the 


same time, would be accept- 
able to the Supreme Court. The 
court ruled 5 to 4 last summer 
that because the death penalty 
has been applied unevenly in 
state and federal courts, it viol- 
ates 
the constitutional ban 


against cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment. 


Included on the Senate sub- 


committee on criminal laws 


and procedures, which would 
handle such a bill, are two ar- 
dent Democratic opponents of 
capital punishment, Sens. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts and Philip A. Hart of 
Michigan. 


More opposition apparently 


would come from Sen. Birch 
Bayh, D-lnd., a member of the 
parent Judiciary Committee, 
Bayh said one of the problems 
with the death penalty "is that 
it is possible for our system of 
justice to make a mistake." A 
Bayh aide said the senator 
would like to see a life sentence 
mean a life sentence and a 
tougher policy toward paroles." 


However, Sen. 
James 0. 


Eastland of Mississippi, chair- 
man of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, said he would favor the 
administration's proposal. 


The ranking Republican on 


the 
House 
Judiciary 
Com- 


mittee, Rep. Edward Hutchin- 
son of Michigan, said also the 
death penalty should be im- 
posed for some crimes. 


"The world has not reached a 


point yet where other countries 
would do away with the death 
penalty for such offeases and I 
doubt it would be good policy 
for us to do it," Hutchinson 
said.

IJTTLfc ROCK (AP)- Many 


Cities and counties in Arkansas 
are earning pocket change with 
Iheir federal revenue sharing 
checks, while others have opted 
for checking accounts which 
bear no interest. 


Most of the cities and coun- 


ties that are earning interest 
from their checks are un- 
decided how to spend the funds. 


Some, such as Pope County, 


have already spent most of the 
funds. 


The revenue sharing checks, 


mailed by the government in 
December, ranged from the 
$200 minimum for some cilies 
to $1,376,383 for Little Rock. 


E, 
Jack 
Murphy, 
Little 


Hock's finance director, said 
the city's entire check was used 
to purchase government secu- 
rities. He said that if the $1,- 
376,383 remained in the secu- 
rities for 12 months, the citv 


would earn about $68.000 in in- 
terest, but he added that' the 
city would begin spending the 
funds 
within 
a 
couple 
of 


months. 


"At the time we received the 


money, the city board of direc- 
tors had not worked up the cap- 
ital improvements budget to de- 
termine exactly which improve- 
ments should be given prior- 
ity," Murphy said.

Memorial service for Truman set for today

Ranking government and for- 
eign dignitaries, who weren't 
invited to the simple, private 
funeral last week for Harry S. 
Truman, gather at Washington 
Cathedral today to memorialize 
the 33rd president of the United 
States. 


The 88-year-old Truman died 


Dec. 26 and was buried in the 
grassy courtyard of the library 
in Independence, 
Mo., that 


houses the documents and me- 
mentos of his life. 


The former president had re- 


quested that only family and 
close friends attend the funeral 


service at the library. 


Plans were made to hold a 


simultaneous memorial service 
in the nation's capital for the 
many government officials and 
representatives of foreign coun- 
tries who wished to pay their 
last 
respects. 
But 
when 


Truman died during the holiday 
season after a long illness it 
was decided to postpone the 
service here until various offi-, 
cials returned to Washington 
after spending the holiday with 
their families. 


Officiating at the interfaith 


service are the Rev. John E. 
Howell, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church in Washington, 
which Truman 
attended as 


President; 
the 
Very Rev. 


Francis B. Sayre Jr., dean of 
the Washington Cathedral; and 
the Right ReV. William F. 
Creighton, Protestant Episcopal 
bishop of Washington. 


Vice President Spiro T. Ag- 


new was expected to represent 
President Nixon, who flew to 
Independence to pay his re- 
spects before the funeral. Cath- 
ederal spokesmen said the nine 
justices of the Supreme Court, 
leaders of the House and Sen- 
ate and numerous foreign digni- 
taries also would attend. 


About 200 of the 2,000 &ats in

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


John Paul Hammerschmidt, R- 
Ark., said Thursday that it was 
imminent that the ceiling on 
processed poultry and turkey 
would be lifted. 


He said he hoped the develop- 


ment would be in time "to pre- 
vent the collapse of key grower 
and processor segments of the 
poultry industry." 


Hammerschmidt said some 


growers had been forced to sell 
at a loss because of artifically 
established ceilings 
on the 


prices of poultry and increasing 
costs for feed. 


The lifting of the ceiling, he 


said, will place those products 


New qualifications 
for lunch program 


Due to the recent amendment of the school acl as 


provided in public law 92-433, qualificalions for free or 
reduced price lunches at public schools have been 
altered slightly. Applications for free or reduced price 
lunches at the Saratoga School are available at the school 
office, according to N.R. Coulter, Saratoga High School 
principal. 


The regular charge to students who are able to pay the 


regular price is 35 cents per day or $1.50 per week Coulter 
said. However, since some families find it difficult to pay 
this full price, the school will provide the lunches free of 
charge or at a reduced price to those students deter- 
mined by the supervisor to be unable to pay the full price 
for the lunches. 


Under the new law those families who did not qualify in 


September for free lunches may be eligible in 1973.,

because unless we win the title, 
we can't go on and play in the 
regional finals. So I had chosen 
to ignore the record because 
early in the season I do things 
that aren't predicated entirely 
on winning, just on preparing 
the team for the conference. 


"But maybe it's about time I 


started mentioning it to my 
players. They read about the 
record all the time in the news- 
papers and hear about it on ra- 
dio and television. 


"If I mentioned the record to 


them, maybe it would relieve 
the pressure on some of the 
kids—you know, hearing the 
coach talk about it doesn't 
make it sound so impossible." 


Wooden admits that beating 


his team is very difficult this 
year. And he gave the formula 
for a possible victory over the 
Bruins: 


"Any

—Every now and then the 
drama of a sports achieve- 
ment'breaks through the il-

emotional experience. 


It happened the other day

son. 


spiralled a football for a net 
gain of two yards and

touchdown. 


The 
touchdown, with 25 


seconds to play in a game 
against 
Inn Minnesota Vi-

League championship play- 
offs. 


For John Brodie, it meant 


the delicious thri'l of a su- 
perb moment, which he cele- 
brated by banging his hel- 
met 
violently against 
the 


artificial surface of the play- 
ing field. It really wouldn't 
matter what happened after 
that. 


The old guy (football-wise) 


had his personal fulfillment. 


For eight weeks he had not 


been in a game, ever since 
an offensive tackle missed a 
block on the last play of a 
losing effort against the New 
York Giants in October and 
a 
blindside sack by Jack 


Gregory crumpled his ankle. 


Injuries at Brodie's age 


heal slower, and by the time 
he was ready to play again 
a young quarterback, Steve 
Spurrier, had the 49ers mov- 
ing forward. 


The old guys don't take be- 


ing b e n c h e d 
gracefully. 


Brodie had been through it 
once before, on the other 


end, when he supplanted Y. 
A. Tittle more than a decade 
ago. Their pride tells them 
they can still do the job and 
il they've been with a team 
as long as Unitas and Brodie. 
there is a possessiyeness in 
their attitude. Brodie, in his 
16lh year as a pro, has never 
played for any team but the 
49ers. 


The way Spurrier was go- 


ing down the stretch parl of 
the season, he couldn't af- 
ford 
to say 
anything, but 


privately he was bitter. The 
hell with the kid. It was his 
fight to play. 


And so they came to the 


final game of the season with 
a victory absolutely neces- 
sary. Late in the third quar- 
ter the 49ers were down 11 
points and in trouble. Spur- 
rier isn't the kind of quar- 
terback who can play catch- 
up football. His long passes 
have a tendency to hang and

to warm up. The tempo of 
the game changed immedi- 
ately. 


Where Spurrier dinks pas- 


ses to his halfbacks and uses 
a lot of play action to hold 
the defense in and try to 
work the middle of the field, 
Brodie takes it right io the 
other team's secondary. He 
fires those delicate square- 
outs and quick post patterns. 
But he also was intercepted 
twice and the 49ers, in the 
last desperate minutes were 
backed up to their six-inch 
line. 


Brodie got them out with a 


magnificent pass which was 
rifled 55 yards in the air to

plays later he hit the same 
receiver for a 
touchdown.

CAROLINA, P.R. (AP) - 


Friends remember Roberto Cle- 
rnente as a man of quiet 
strength in both public and pri- 
vate life. 


That's the way he was re- 


membered 
Thursday 
by 
a 


priest at memorial services for 
the baseball superstar. 


More than 70 friends of Cle- 


mcnte, including members of 
the Pittsburgh Pirate organ- 
ization for which he played, at- 
tended the 45-minute service at 
the San Fernando Roman Cath- 
olic Church. 


Speaking in the small, stone 


church not far from Clemente's 
Carolina home, the priest de- 
scribed the star outfielder as a 
man who showed the same 
strength in private life as he 
did on the field. 


This strength eventually led 


to his untimely death, the 
priest added. Clemente was 
aboard a cargo plane carrying 
food to earthquake victims in 
Nicaragua when the craft went 
down in the Atlantic Ocean 
New Year's Eve not far from 
the Puerto Rican coast. 


Four others were killed in the 


rnurcy mission, but only the 
body of the pilot has been found 
so far by searchers. 


The 
mourners,

NEW YORK (AP) - In 1945 


the total of consumer credit In 
the United States was |6 billion. 
Last year the total was close to 
$140 billion and rising month by 
month. There is no end in sight 
to credit's growth. 


About MO billion of that debt 


is for automobiles alone. Per- 
sonal loans outstanding for a 
myriad of purposes amount to 
about $35 billion. (Charge ac- 
counts, repair and modern- 
ization loans and the like make 
up the remainder. 


The loans are made by banks, 


finance companies, credit 
unions and others. They are 
made to people in all economic 
categories from millionaires to 
welfare recipients, and for 
reasons as various as the 
imagination can produce. 


In addition, households are in 


debt for tens of billions more. 
Savings and loan associations 
alone hold $175 billion in home 
mortgages, and life insurance 
companies add another $75 bil- 
lion to that total. 


So pervasive is credit in our 


society that there is almost no 
social issue unaffected in some 
way. 
It is involved in housing, 


health, economic mobility, edu- 
cation, equal rights and the 
like. 


So necessary Is it to life today 


that the argument seems to be 
tilling in favor of those who 
claim credit is a right rather 
than a privilege. And respon- 
ding to this interpretation, 
some lenders offer loans to 
those on welfare. 


Because credit has become so 


entwined in our aspirations and 
everyday life, it is a source of 
continual conflict. 


For the same reason it is the 


subject of almost constant 
study. A presidential advisory 
panel called the National Busi- 
ness Council for Consumer Af- 
fairs reported recently that the 
credit system must be made 
more responsive. 


And this week a congression- 


al study group, the National 
Commission on Consumer Fi- 
nance, made similar recom- 
mendations, chiefly that credit 
be made more readily available 
and that crude collection prac- 
tices be curbed.

must always study this phe- 
nomenon if it is to b,e respon- 
sive to changes in society.

they put me on insulin and 
an 800-calorie diet to reduce. 


The insulin injection made 


my legs sore, and it keeps

treatment I am getting, my 
blood is staying down around 
110 or close to thai. I also 
have diverticulosis and my 
diet calls for lots of vegq 
tables. I've had some dis- 
discomfort in the bowels and 
back, and yet I have to eat 
to balance the calorie intake 
with my medicine, as I un- 
derstand it. We know of no 
one in our family who had 
diabetes, or at least we 
never heard of it. Is it true 
one cannot undergo surgery? 


WIN AT BRIDGE 


Dear Reader—Most cases 


of diabetes cannot be cured, 
but they can be controlled. 
Although there are several 
complex mechanisms which 
can cause the blood sugar to 
be markedly elevated, the 
common one associated with 
diabetes is related to inade- 
quate production or utiliza- 
tion of insulin, a hormone 
from the pancreas. Insulin 
or similar 
medicines are 


given to enable the body to 
utilize the blood sugar, glu- 
cose. Without normal insulin 
action the inability to use 
blood glucose causes the sug- 
ar to accumulate in the blood 
to very high levels. Once the 
level exceeds about 170, sug- 
ar spills out in the urine, 
since the kidney's filtering 
mechanism is set to elimin- 
ate accumulations of sugar 
above this level. If you lose 
too much sugar in the urine, 
you begin to lose weight, be- 
cause the calories in the food 
converted to blood glucose 
are lost through the kidneys. 
The kidneys need water to 
wash the sugar out in the 
urine, causing the person to 
pass lots of urine frequently.

The individual eats a 
lot of food but 
still loses 


weight because the food en- 
ergy is lost in the urine. I 
am surprised you hadn't al- 
ready lost some weight with 
the high blood sugar level 
that you report in your let- 
ter. 


The diet is very important 


in the treatment of diabetes, 
and you're correct in saying 
that it must be balanced 
against the medicines you're 
taking. In individuals with 
milder 
forms of diabetes 


than you apparently have, 
weight reduction alone by 
proper diet ofttimes lowers 
the blood sugar to acceptable 
levels. 


Diabetes 
does 
seem 
to 


have a tendency to be in- 
herited, although many indi- 
viduals do have it without 
any known previous family 
history. The fact that there 
is no one in your family that 
you know of who had dia- 
betes is no reason that you 
couldn't have it, as your 
case has demonstrated. 


There is no reason to per- 


form surgery in real dia- 
betes. If the elevated blood 
sugar is associated with the 
inflammation 
of the pan- 


creas 
w h e r e 
insulin is 


formed in association with 
gall bladder disease or some 
other 
problem, 
sometimes
